no money but an abundant thirst, 
have’ been. able to obtain - liquor, in 
return for-chits at licensed premises 
in Hongkong, with -the result. that 
they have lost. their positions and 
their self respect, their friends have 
had to pay the chits and the persons 
concerned have had to be. sent, away 
from the Colony at further expense. 
The’ evil is notorious: You cannot 
deal with the iselling of liquor to the 
public as you would with the selling 
of biscuita The peace world has 
found this out, as I “have alrendy 
remarked, and taken measures ac- 
cordingly. .The consumption of li- 
quor with meals is an entirely, inno- 
cuous’and common practice’ and if 
it suits the: management of licensed 
premises to allaw eredit for liquor 
sold in wuch circumstances it is, no 
concern of the, Government. but 
where the privilege of selling liquor 
by retail to the publi¢ for consump- 
lion at all hours and jn all cireum- 
stances ix conceded it is both reason- 
able and right.that payment in cash 
should be insisted ob, Ina law of 
general, ‘application it is impossible 
to distinguish between one “person 
and another, The Bil] removes an 
obvious flaw in the principal Ordin- 
ance, and as I have endeavoured to 
point out, while putting a stop to a 
system liable to grave abuse inflicts 
no practical inconvenience or hard- 
ship. Fave little more to.add. We 
{have been asked for the reasons why 
this Bill Kas been introduced as well |, 
as the objects: and I have giveo 
them, but if we had been. asked for 
the reasons why such Bill ind not 
been introduced « years .ago I,,per- 
sonally would not have been ready 
with a satisfactory answer except 
perhaps to murmur “‘olo custom."
